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A Double-Service Bequest 


Miss Wilkinson Gives PC $10,000 To Establish 


Life Income Plan And Ministerial Scholarship 


A $10,000 bequest to Presbyterian College by the late Miss Annie 
Boyd Wilkinson of Bishopville, S. C., establishing a life income plan for her niece, is announced 
by President Marshall W. Brown. 


In ADDITION to providing a regular monthly income for Miss Mary 
Wilkinson of Bishopville for the remainder of her life, these invested funds ultimately will set up 
a special ministerial scholarship at Presbyterian College. It will be designated the Gregg-Wilkinson 
Ministerial Scholarship. 


P RESIDENT BROWN said this bequest is the second recent deferred 
gift to PC, designated for a specific purpose after its income has provided for the security of a 
loved one. He pointed out that such a program offers unusual opportunities, not only as bequests, 
but also for persons who wish to secure their own future while providing for the ultimate estab- 
lishment of a memorial in Christian higher education. 


THE WILL of Miss Annie Boyd Wilkinson—who died on June 12, 
1958—specifies that the College accumulate the return from the $10,000 invested gift for the re- 
mainder of the lifetime of Mrs. Mary Cooper Wilkinson, mother of Miss Mary Wilkinson. There- 
after, Presbyterian College will pay monthly to Miss Wilkinson the income from the accumulated 
funds. 


PResIDENT BROWN said that ultimately the trust fund will be- 
come a part of the PC endowment “to provide scholarships at Presbyterian College for needy 
students intending to go into the Presbyterian ministry”. As the Gregg-Wilkinson Ministerial 
Scholarship, the fund will serve as a fitting memorial to the family and will perpetuate their 
influence in the lives of future generations of students attending Presbyterian College. 


A NoTHER recent deferred gift to PC established an annuity as a 
tribute to Mrs. May H. Wyatt of Chickamauga, Ga. A fund of $25,000 for this purpose was 
established by two Presbyterian College alumni—Knox Wyatt of Rome, Ga., and Henderson 
Wyatt of Dalton, Ga.—and their sisters, Mrs. R. P. Hardeman of Ware Shoals, S. C., and Mrs. 
William McMahan of Chickamauga for their mother. She receives a monthly income from this 
source.

@ PROFESSOR PUBLISHES ARTICLE 


Dr. Nolon Carter, chairman of the chemistry 
department at Presbyterian College, has another 
article published in one of the professional journals 
in his field. 

His article on “The Rearrangement of the Stereo- 
isomeric Camphorquinone-3-Hydrazones” appeared 
in the October issue of The Journal of Organic 
Chemistry. Previous papers by the PC professor 
have been carried in other scientific publications. 

Dr. Carter’s research for this latest article was 
supported in part by two grants, one from the South 
Carolina Academy of Science and the other from the 
Southern Fellowship Fund. 


@ JONES NAMED ‘COACH-OF-YEAR’ 


Frank Jones, head coach and athletic director of 
the Blue Hose, holds two “coach-of-the-year” tags 
after leading his football team through an impres- 
sive 1958 campaign. 

He was first honored as top mentor of District 26 
of the National Association of Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics, encompassing the small colleges of the two 
Carolinas. More recently, he received citation as the 
South Carolina “coach-of-the-year” — amassing al- 
most twice as many votes as the runner-up, Coach 
Frank Howard of Clemson’s Sugar Bowl-bound 
squad. 

Presbyterian gridmen, in Jones’ second year of 
direction, bounced back from their winless 1957 
season to record six victories against three defeats 
and a tie during the past fall.

Excavating 
and foundation work have been completed, and the 
contractors have started erecting the steel columns 
that will support the large structure. The building— 
which will include a 1,200-capacity auditorium, small 
chapel and fine arts facilities—is scheduled for 
completion in about a year from now.

Religious Emphasis Week at Presbyterian Col- 
lege is set for March 10-14, and six speakers already 
have been secured by the sponsoring Student 
Christian Association.

Robed Choir to Sing in 28 Churches This Season 


CONCERTS of music and worship are being carried 

to 28 Presbyterian Church congregations by the 
Presbyterian College robed choir during the 1958-59 
season. 

The 31-voiced group, conducted by Dr. Edouard 
Patte, has developed its program around the theme 
“The Apostle’s Creed”. All articles of the Creed are 
explained by passages of scripture and interpreted 
by the rendering of choral pieces taken from the 
great sections of the Christian Church. It’s a choral 
program that goes from the stern simplicity of an- 
cient music to the exuberant emotion of the negro 
spirituals and Russian chants.

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Early Applicants Increase As... 
Scholarship Contenders Make 
Strong Bids for PC Grants 


A STRONG group of contenders for the coveted 

Founder’s Scholarships heads the growing list of 
high school seniors seeking admission to Presbyte- 
rian College next fall. 

Student Dean A. J. Thackston has announced that 
ten Founder’s grants, ranging up to $2,000 each, 
highlight the scholarship program which also offers 
other types of grants for high school students of 
superior intellect, leadership and character. 

He said the Founder’s Scholarships will be 
awarded competitively after final testing and inter- 
views on the PC campus this winter. In addition, 
Valedictory Scholarships again are being made 
available to first-honor graduates of accredited high 
schools, and in special instances to the second-honor 
graduate. These grants amount to $500 each for the 
four years of study. Ministerial candidates of Prot- 
estant faith are eligible for $1,000 Ministerial Schol- 
arships, and some assistance to needy students also 
is available through the grant-in-aid program. 

Meanwhile, the number of applications of stu- 
dents seeking to enter Presbyterian College in Sep- 
tember, 1959, showed a marked increase at this early 
date over similar periods in past years. College 
officials urged high school seniors to apply early and 
to take the Scholastic Aptitude Test of the College 
Entrance Examination Board as soon as possible to 
be assured the greatest opportunity of enrolling at 
PC next fall.
